Question* About Death
My three-year-old heard a neighbor 

end myself talking about a person that 
had died four days ago. Just now she 
asked me, "How come did Lee's mother 
die?" IT hat would be your answer to 
this?

Death doe* not mean « great deal to 
a three.y*ar-old girl, although the. may 
have had some contact with it by w 
ing bird* or animal* that were dead. 
Certainly death i* not yet associated in 
her mind with a great sense of low or 
ef sorrow.

Therefore, in answering her question 
I would suggest that in a very matter- 
of-fact way you tell your daughter that 
death come* when a person's body i* 
worn out or sometime* when he ha* a 
bad accident. In thi* case you ran way 
that Lee'* mother died because her 
body wore out. That i* probably all you 
need to say.

Do not go into any of the detail* ron- 
eerning her death. Change Itie subject 
to something e\*r. In thi* way you are 
not avoiding her ijuestion, you are an­ 
swering it honestly, and at the same 
time yoa are avoiding that sort of dwell­ 
ing upon death that might cause great 
emotional upset or fear on her part.

If yon should find that after hearing 
you and your neighbor talking about 
this death, your daughter seems to be 
unusually nervous, can't sleep at night, 
and is restless and irritable, it may be 
that the idea of death bothers her more 
than you realize. She may have the idea, 
for example, that when one is sick he 
dies.

If yon think there may be this« mis- 
anderst^pding in her mind, refer to 
someone who has been *ir.k hnt who 
now is well because the doctors knew 
how to help her get well, and comment 
casualty that most people who are sick 
get well.

Unhappy With Father
My husband1 has never had any sym­ 

pathy for our little girl. atways laughed 
when she was sad or upset. Conse­ 
quently she will, never go to him ex­ 
cept when happy. How ran he overcome 
this? She gets to upset when I leave 
md unless she is happy never l^oks for- 
ward to being with him. He loves her 
dearly and I know this hurts him, even 
though he ha* been the cause.

I judge from yoor question that your 
bneband now realize* that he should not 
have laughed at your daughter when 
 he wa*' *ad or upset and that he i* 
genuinely sorry that he did so.

He must realize, however, that be- 
eause he ha* made fun of her in the 
pant the little girl quite naturally has 
come to the place where she doesn't 
want to be around hrm when she feels 
unhappy. Nothing he can do will change 
her attitude immediately. Mistake* are 
not overcome I Hat ea*ily.

Let me suggest the following: The 
oeit tim* the little girl is up*et or un­ 
happy and i* with you, let your h»«- 
band remain with you, al*o, and let 
him be unn*nally sympathetic and 
understanding with reference to your, 
daughter's feeling.

At first she undoubtedly will cling 
more to you and may even ernrena some 
hostility toward your husband for being 
present. If he will be patient, however, 
m. he wiU at aft tunes guard agaiaac

laughing at the little girl when she 
feels bad, if he will try to increase the 
number of times they can have happy 
experiences together, it is likely that 
she will learn gradually to accept him at 
all times, not simply when she is feel­ 
ing good.

It should be stressed again, however, 
that it will take time to bring about 
this change in your little daughter, but 
if the, above procedure is followed it 
should bring results.

We have a modest income. Our son, 

sixteen, is unhappy because he can't 
keep up with his school friends in social 
life. The girls expert corsages that rout, 
five dollars, and expensive entertaining 
we' can't afford. Any suggestions?

A dole* 
cents with a little ingenuity and crr- 
ativene«s can have good times together 
without spending a lot of money.

And let's not be unfair to the girls.
